H a v a n a , Dec. #.—Further delails of 
the battle of Oui sa indicate that it was 
the most important of the war, and was 
a signal aud complete victory for the in­ 
surgents under General Garcia. 
The 
town, which was an important one of 
some 8,000 inhabitants, was totally de­ 
stroyed, not a house remaining intact. 
The garrison fought most heroically, 
and of the total of 845 men at the be­ 
ginning of the battle, only 45 were left 
when the white flag of surrender was 
run ap on the branch of a shattered 
tree. 
All this death and destruction was 
wrought by the dynamite gun, which 
has been so terrific an engine of war iu 
the hands of the rebels in eastern Cuba. 
It was planted a short distance from the 
town and 72 shots were fired, each of 
which carried death to many. The in­ 
surgents were resisted with the utmost 
courage, and while they made no state­ 
ment of their losses, the Spanish official 
report states that they were very large. 
beet)# a H orrible Ona. 
Colonel Tovar, in command of the re­ 
lief expedition, who hastened to Guisa 
when the news of the disaster was re­ 
ceived by General Blanco, reports that 
the scene was a horrible one, the dead, 
all shattered and torn, lying scattered 
about whore they had fallen. 
Heat- 
tacked the insurgents at Piedras Friday 
aud reports that he dislodged Garcia 
from his position, though the details of 
the battle as sent by him leave this open 
to doubt. 
After the fall of Guisa there was great 
fear at the palace here that the victori­ 
ous insurgents would push on and at­ 
tack Bayamo, and messages were rushed 
to General Paudo to reach there by 
forced marches. 
He has reached Man­ 
zanillo and it is felt now that Bayamo 
is safe. 
He reports that he has been contin­ 
ually attacked by the insurgents since 
N ot. 28, who avoided an attack in gen­ 
eral formation preferring to make haras­ 
sing sorties. 
He further reports that he 
found the insurgents to be very numer­ 
ous, well armed and extremely daring, 
a statement which indicates that the 
situation is different from what he was 
led to believe from reading General 
Weyksr’s reports. 
He says further that 
he found the loyalists in Manzanillo in 
a state of panic on his arrival there, due 
to the news of the fall of Guisa. 
He 
will probably begin an active campaign 
against the forces under Garcia and 
Ha bi.

The garrison fought most heroically, 
mid of the total of 845 men at the be­ 
ginning of the battle, only 45 were left 
when the white flag of surrender was 
run up on the branch of a shattered 
tree. 
All this death and destruction was 
wrought by the dynamite gun, which 
has been so terrific aa engine of war in 
the hands of the rebels in eastern Cuba. 
It was planted a short distance from the 
town and 72 shots were fired, each of 
which carried death to many. 
The in­ 
surgents were rousted with the utmost 
ca arage, and while they made no state­ 
ment of their losses, the Spanish official 
report states that they were very large.

Colonel Tovar, in command of the re­ 
lief expedition, who hastened to Gui#a 
when the news of the disaster was re­ 
ceived by General Bianco, reports that 
che set me was a horrible one, the dead, 
all shattered and torn, lying scattered 
about where they had falleu 
He at­ 
tacked the insurgents at Piedras Friday 
ami reports that he dislodged Garcia 
from his position, though the details of 
the battle as sent by him leave this open 
to doubt. 
After the fall of Guise there was great 
fear at the palace here that the victori­ 
ous insurgents would posh on and at­ 
tack Bayamo, and messages were rushed 
to General Paudo to reach there by 
forced marches. 
He has reached Man­ 
zanillo and it is felt now that Bayamo 
is safe. 
He report* that he has been contin­ 
ually attacked by the insurgents since 
Nov. 28, who avoided an attack in gen­ 
eral formation preferring to make haras­ 
sing sorties.

H av an a, Dec. 8.—F urther details of 
th e battle of Oui sa indicate th at it was 
the most im portant of the war, and wa* 
a signal and complete victory few the in ­ 
surgents under G eneral Garcia. 
The 
town, which was an im portant one of 
Soto# 8,600 inhabitants, was totally de­ 
stroyed, not a house remaining intact. 
The garrison fought most heroically, 
and of the total of 845 men at the be­ 
ginning of lh© battle, only 45 were left 
w hen the w hite flag of surrender was 
run np on the branch of a shattered 
tree. 
All this death and destruction was 
w rought by the dynam ite gun. w hich 
has been so terrific an engine of w ar in 
the hands of the rebels in eastern Cuba. 
It was planted a short distance from the 
tow n and 72 shots w ere fired, each of 
which carried death to m any. 
The in ­ 
surgents were resisted w ith the utmost 
courage, and w hile they made no state­ 
m ent of their losses, the Spanish official 
report (date* th a t they w ere very large. 
S e n * a H orrib le O n*. 
Colonel Tovar, in com mand of the re­ 
lief expedition, who hastened to G uisa 
when the news of the disaster was re­ 
ceived by (General Blanco, reports that 
the scene was a horrible one, the dead, 
all shattered and torn, lying scattered 
about w here they had fallen. 
He a t­ 
tacked the insurgents at Piedras Friday 
and reports that he dislodged Garcia 
from his position, though the details of 
the battle as sent by him leave this open 
to do u b t 
A fter the fall of Oui sa there was great 
fear at the palace here th a t the victori­ 
ous insurgents would push on and a t­ 
tack Bayamo, and messages were rushed 
to General Paudo to roach there by 
forced marches. 
He ha* reached M an­ 
zanillo and it is felt now th at Bayamo 
is safe. 
He report# that he has been contin­ 
ually attacked by the insurgents since 
N ot. 28, who avoided an attack in gen­ 
eral form ation preferring to make haras­ 
sing sortie*. 
He further reports that he 
found the insurgents to be very numer­ 
ous, well armed and extremely daring, 
a statement which indicates that the 
situation is different from w hat he was 
led to believe from reading General 
Weyler’s reports.

he found the loyalists in Manzanillo in 
a state of panic on his arrival there, due 
to the news of the fall of Oui sa.

D elilah rale* Confesses to Murdering the 
Tat her of Her Lover. 
W averly, la , Dee. 9.—Delilah Faire 
has confessed her share in the tragic 
death of Jerome Kern. 
The maw was 
found dead In a lonely wood on Aug. 88 
last, and the young woman now con­ 
fesses that she fired the bullets that 
killed him. 
She has been indicted, and, it is said, 
that her alleged accomplice before the 
fact, Kern, a Kin of the victim, will be 
indicted today. 
W hen she was a mere rhild of 13 
years, she charge* that the elder Kern 
betrayed her and that ever after ho bar* 
rasaed her with hi« attentions.

Twice before 
she l»oeaine attached to the murdered 
m an’s son, she had beret in a fair way 
to become happily married, but as many 
times had Jerome Kern, she declares, 
poisoned her lover against her. 
At last when by the same method he 
sought to prevent his son from m arry­ 
ing her, the pcntup hatred of years 
vented itself in the commission of the 
crime, 
“ I killed him with premeditation and 
deliberation,” abe said. 
“ I prayed God 
to give me strength to do it with all the 
earnestness that I could command, as I 
have prayed Him for forgiveness.

have suffered no imtigs of conscience. 
On the contrary, a restful calm seemed 
to come into my life from the moment I 
knew he was dead. 
I never slept so 
well as I did the night after I fired 
those fatal shots.”
